II  was  the  prartiee,  for  example  in  my 
own  Provine,.  of  Ontario,  for  the  Members  of  Parliament  to  ro 
Ml"'ut  amonu  their  .-onstituents  between  sessions  and  lo  speak 
lo  the  people,  lo  min.t'ie  witli  them,  to  inspire  bv  personal  eonl,iet 
■d  renewal  of  Ihe  fires  ,1  Liberal  thought  and  action,  and  to  offer 
I  he  ronslantly  neoessary  advire  of  being  readv-  ever  ready  for 
the  day  of  battb,  and,  as  Hon,  Geo.  P.  Graham  said,  when  oppo- 
sition  leader  in  the  Ontario  House,-"More  eoneerned  to  do  their 
present  duty  faithfully  than  fo  ve>  their  souls  over  future  re- 
wards",

Ttie  eall  i.ssuecj  l)y  the  l^arly  Leader  and  the  imigranimc'  of  ttie 
Convention  looked  to  tlie  aeeomphsliniiiil  iif  three  things: 
'  i '     'J'lie  I'leetion  of  a  leadf^r  ; 
'.-'1     Tlie  formulation  of  a  polii-y  : 
I'.ii     Tlie  aclopliun  of  a  iilan  for  organizalioii. 

.My  work  as  Herretary  gave  me  an  opiiortunity  of  judging 
in  how  far  the  third  object  was  a  necessary  one  for  the  party. 
M  the  outset,  it  was  plain  that  the  inroad  made  by  the  Tory 
parly  under  thi>  name  of  riiionism  was  serious.  But  presently, 
efforts  were  made  to  get  together,  and  I  had  some  notable  exam- 
ples of  men  with  strong  differences  sitting  down  'A  ilh  one 
another  to  arrange  that  representation  from  their  localities  to  the 
Convention  should  be  effective  and  complete.  Bui  I  observed 
this,  and  further,  I  do  not  care  to  follow  the  (lueslion,  that  Que- 
l)ec  only  of  all  the  larger  Provinces  was  al  all  adequately  orga- 
nized. I  might  incidentally  say  tliat  what  we  call  the  banner 
Province  of  Ontario  was  nmch  the  worst  of  all. 

-Now,  while  the  Convention  elected  a  Leader,  and  formulated 
a  policy,  and  I'assed  a  resolution  for  H'ederal  organization,  its 
greah'sl  result  was  the  revival  of  the  iilea  of  the  unity  of  the 
Liberal  Party.  It  as  politiially  formidable  and  imposing  to 
see  groups  of  n.en  sitting  side  by  side  in  a  common  hall,  facing 
a  connnon  platform,  engaged  in  a  common  cause,  and  in  the 
cheerful  and  encouraging  presence  of  the  following  liislinguished 
leaders  of  Liberalism ;
